She has not got what she wanted, and is 
inclined to blame President Wilson and 
Mr. Lloyd George.

M. Clemenceau and M. Pichon were 
rigidly opposed to any overtures to Bol- 
shevism. ‘They were helpless, They suc- 
ceeded in preventing Prinkipo; but Mr. 
Bullitt went to Moscow, Mr. O'Grady went 
to Copenhagen; and now, we presume, 
Bolshevist bagmen will soon be in our 
capitals. A great deal depends upon the 
successor of M. Clemenceau on the 
Supreme Qouncil. Whoever he may be, 
he is not likely to be “ stronger’’ than 
his grand old predecessor. Where a 
Clemenceau failed who will succeed? For 
the moment the star of Bolshevism seems 
to be in the ascendant. We are not to 
fight the “ Reds"’; we are to buy grain 
from them, and sell them cotton goods and 
machinery. If they attack the Poles, 
“something will have to be done.” So 
long as they confine their barbarism to 
their “own ” territory—in other words, to 
the soil of Holy Russia—we shall accept 
their produce, and no questions will be 
asked.

A few amateurs of anarchy 
sympathise openly with the Soviet, hut 
they are not Britain, just as M. Longuet 
is not France. If the new French régime 
puts down its foot and refuses to have 
anything to do with Moscow, it will have 
the hearty support of every reasonable 
Briton.

The situation in Asia and the 
South-East of Europe is extremely 
dangerous. Mr. Churchill has cried

that ought not to have been done within 
the last twelve months.

The Allies and Russia. 


The Russian problem has never been 
very simple, but the astonishing complexity 
of contradictions and paradoxes which has 
been labelled “Russian Policy” baffles 
the intelligence of the ordinary man. Last 
Friday the heads of the British fighting 
forces were summoned to Paris. On Satur- 
day the raising of the Russian blockade 
was announced. The Secretary of State 
for War authorised the publication of a 
semi-official statement which painted the 
military situation in South-East Russia 
in the gloomiest possible colours, with the 
apparent intention of preparing British 
public opinion for extensive military 
commitments, The Prime Minister re- 
pudiated this suggestion, declaring that in 
no circumstances whatever would there be 
any offensive campaign against Bolshevism. 

Now we are informed that on Friday | 
Admiral de Robeck left Malta for the 
Black Séa in the Iron Duke; that he was | 
accompanied by the Seraphis, Steadfast, 
Somme, and Hibiscus; and that every 
aviuilable unit of the Mediterranean Fleet 
was ordered to leave Malta by Sunday. 
This hasty departure of the Fleet cannot. 
be divorced from the military situation in 
South Russia; but what is about to 
happen? Has the Cabinet some new 
trick up its sleeve? The decision to trade | 
with the Russian co-operative societies ix 
dificuit enough to understand. Although 
the co-operatives may not be Bolshevist 
pur sang, they are undoubtedly controlled 
by the Soviet Government. To supply 
them with goods is to equip the “ Red” 
Armies. If the Allies intend to welcome 
Bolshevism into the fold, why should they 
trouble to give the Mediterranean Fleet 
its sailing orders? Obviously they cannot 
have things both ways. -If they intend to 
make peace with Lenin, they have made 
an extraordinary start. If they intend to 
make war on him, the renunciation of the 
blockade is lunacy.
